Most recently, Mark's continued interest in our cemeteries brought him to 
the January 2002 Selectmen's meeting, asking that his maps be put into use to 
prevent future possible damage by the logging and/or construction in our area. The 
map is now available for all to view. 

Without Mark's help our history of the Town of Ossipee would not be as 
extensive or accurate as it is now. Much credit and thanks go to Mark for his many 
years of service and dedication to these tasks. Thanks to Mark for preserving 
Ossipee's history for the many generations to come. His works are displays of 
outstanding citizenship and love of New England ways. We are proud to dedicate 
this town report to Mark Abbott Winkley.

On April 1st we computerized with the New Hampshire Automotive Division 
in Concord. The State supplied equipment and training to enable us to issue the 
new Conservation Moose plates, register trucks up to 26,000 pounds, process early 
and late renewals, and more. The new Veteran passenger plates are available at 
renewal time at Troop E. You will need to complete paper work at our office first, 
and have a copy of your DD214. Another change effective in January was the 
necessity to verify the Vehicle ID numbers on all non-titled vehicles, 1988 and 
older. 

At the request of the Water/Sewer Commissioners, our office began collecting 
the Water/Sewer payments in September. Please deliver by hand or mail to Ossipee 
Town Clerk, PO Box 67, Center Ossipee, 03814. 

Dog registrations have become more time-consuming with nearly 1,000 dogs 
to monitor. It appears that the rabies are under control since the laws requiring 
Town Clerks to follow up and report unregistered or non-vaccinated dogs. We 
work closely with Ann Johnson, our new Dog Warden. 
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Major changes in the Town Clerk’s procedures involve the filing of UCCs. As 
of July 1, 2001, with some exception, lien holders will file liens with the State 
rather than Town Clerks. The State, at least for the coming year, will compensate 
the Towns for the lost revenue. 

Mark Winkley helped enormously with the Town Report Binding project. 
Thanks to his finding missing issues, we have a complete bound set from the year 
1860 through 2000. Mark Winkley and Dennis Hodge spent many years working 
on locating cemeteries. They have documented these on a set of town maps. 
Maxine and George Pierson from Effingham have voluntarily shared their extensive 
research as well. The Piersons have visited most of the cemeteries and were able to 
provide additional data. All of this work will expand and complete the former 
Cemetery Book done by Eva Loud and Mabel Blake. With combined efforts we will 
soon have books and maps available to the public for research or sale. We 
appreciate the many hours these individuals have donated to our town. 

Year 2001 has passed so quickly. Tracy Cragin, Trish Hodge, and | are looking 
forward to serving you in 2002.

The Board of Trustees for the year have changed and after some minor 
adjustments are ready to serve the town of Ossipee. George Lynch, former 
chairman, resigned and moved to Washington, D.C., June Loud, a trustee for over 
six years, is now Chairman, and new trustees are Michelle Capone and Nan Egan. 
We wish to thank George for his unending commitment to the town and all his 
hard work over the years to grow the Trust Funds of the Town of Ossipee to their 
present level. 

It is anticipated that $25,000.00 from the Lyford Merrow fund will be available 
for the June 2002 graduates. This is a wonderful opportunity for a student to get 
into college, and, combined with the other available scholarships, a chance to 
advance their educational goals. All scholarship information for college-bound 
students is available at the High School Guidance Counselor’s Office, and any 
student may inquire about them. Applications for the Lyford Merrow Scholarship 
are available at Town Hall and at Kingswood High. 

The investment policies of the Trustees of Trust Funds meet the rigid 
requirements of the Charitable Trust Division of the Office of the New Hampshire 
Attorney. General. As such, we have investments in: U.S. Treasury T-Bills, 
Certificates of Deposit, Money Market Accounts, Savings Accounts, Checking 
Accounts, and the New Hampshire Public Deposit Investment Pool. Locally we 
utilize Berlin City Bank, Citizens Bank and Laconia Savings Bank in Ossipee. 

On the following page you will see the audited breakdown of the Basic 
Accounts of the Ossipee Trust Funds. We list the basic categories and their 
Principal and Interest sums, indicating the beginning balance of the year, the 
income and expenditures, and the ending balance as of 31 December, 2001. Of 
course some interest payments on Certificates of Deposit may not be included as 
the maturing dates are later than December 31st, 2001.

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OSSIPEE ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT COMMITTEE 
2001 Annual Report 


The Ossipee Economic Development Committee generally meets on the fourth 
Tuesday of every other month. New members are always welcome. 

The Ossipee Economic Development Committee fosters organized growth 
utilizing human and natural resources in a responsible way. The Ossipee 
Economic Development Committee seeks to provide an organic process for 
evaluation and reassessment of this committee and its goals. It seeks to educate 
and involve the community in its work. 

The OEDC continues to support the use of the computers acquired by the 
committee and monitored by the Library. The OEDC donated $100.00 to purchase 
supplies for the computers. The computers are also available for use by schools 
and businesses for education and training by contacting the Library or the Ossipee 
Economic Development Committee. 

A Business Visitation Survey was further refined with the Mount Washington 
Valley Economic Council and administered to a number of Ossipee businesses. 
Over the last several years many businesses have participated in the survey. The 
survey is used to find common interests, concerns, and needs. Mount Washington 
Valley Economic Council uses these results to plan their programs and workshops 
to help businesses in the area. If your business would like to be interviewed this 
spring, please let us know. 

The OEDC has been involved with several other projects in the Mount 
Washington Valley Economic Council such as the survey of timber landowners in 
Ossipee and nearby towns to see if there is any interest in forming a co-operative to 
increase returns to the landowner. The committee has also worked with the 
Regional Planning Committee of the MWVEC to learn more about the need for 
workforce housing in the area. The committee considers this lack of housing to be 
a major deterrent to economic vitality in the area. 

Members of the Ossipee Economic Development Committee have attended 
programs presented by leading economists on the state of the NH Economy. 
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DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


The Department of Public Works was created by the Board of Selectmen 
during the summer of 1999. The goal was to unite the various departments 
providing services throughout the Town, to provide long and short range planning 
and to integrate work being accomplished. Since my selection for this position, | 
have met many fine people within the Town and discussed with them the good 
things being done by the crews, and the areas where they would like to see 
improvements. 

During the past year, we have completed several major projects around Town. 
They include another section of Chickville Road, widening Ossipee Lake Drive, 
demolition of several boulders on Ossipee Mountain Road, correction of drainage 
problems at Depot Square, Newman Drew Road, several areas in Granite and other 
locations around town. Paving included part of Elm St., Ossipee Mountain Road, 
Hodsdon Shore Road, and Pequawket Trail. Work is underway on improvements 
at the Incinerator site and Camp David. The septage lagoons have been cleaned 
and the facility should be operational this spring. A new soccer field has been 
constructed at Constitution Park, and probably the most visible project is the new 
covered storage building behind the Town Hall. The crew of the Highway 
Department should be commended for their efforts on this structure that will help 
protect the valuable equipment they use. 

During the next year we look forward to completing Chickville Road, the 
Granite Road Bridge, and making improvements at the Incinerator site to include 
an increased emphasis on recycling which reduces the amount we pay to get rid of 
trash.

Fiction and 
non-fiction, popular materials, selected reference books, periodicals and other 
materials will be the mainstay of the library holdings. Further information requests 
will be met through interlibrary loan and membership in the New Hampshire State 
Library System. Special emphasis is placed on supporting students at all academic 
levels and on stimulating a love of books, reading and libraries. 

Overall usage of the library continues to climb: an increase of 17% from the year 
2000.

We have entered 98 percent of our entire collection onto the computer 
system, introduced electronic: library cards, and are not far away from being a 
completely automated library. 

The computer classes are still in great demand. Thanks to our wonderful 
volunteer teachers, Tim Avery, Ralph Wurster, Rich Paiva, and Frank Fisher, the 
library is able to continue offering these classes with only a lab fee of $10.00. The 
lab fee is set aside for the repair of the computers. The eight computers, networked 
with two printers, were received through a Lakes Region Charitable Foundation 
grant, written by Pat Jones of the Ossipee Economic Development Committee. 

The library obtained two of the three computers in the computer room, along 
with two laser printers, through a grant from the International Paper Company 
Foundation. Basic Internet Access classes are held on these computers, free of 
charge. At other times, these computers are used for Internet access by library 
patrons. 

The third computer in the computer room was received through a grant from 
the state. We are one of 75 libraries in N.H. that received the computer for the 
purpose of accessing NH Works. 


Aside from computer classes, the library also offers a class on basic genealogy, 
a Class that uses all the computers in the library, Internet access, and the computer 
bank, located in the periodical room of the library. This popular class is offered on 
a monthly basis with up to 8 students per class. 

Thanks to the Ossipee Historical Society, the library has increased its 
genealogy research capability. The society has loaned the library its collection of 
family tree data, and is currently working on putting this information on one 
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computer in the library. The library also has a number of other genealogy research 
materials available. | 

The library web site continues to attract World Wide Web surfers. The site has 
had 1875 hits in the past year. You can find us on the web at:

The library would like to thank Peg Castine and Jim Patterson for all the work 
they have put into maintaining this site. The pictures of the library, inside and out, 
are thanks to these community-minded folks. - 

Out of all the programs this year, two stand out. First, we had Dan Grady, a 
puppeteer, who delighted everyone at the town hall with his marionette medley. 
He was sponsored by the Old Home Week Committee and the Friends of the 
Library. The turnout was overwhelming; we stopped counting at 275 people, a 
300% increase from last year's "Little Red Wagon" show. 

Second, we had Mrs. Claus come again to read to the children, dressed in their 
pajamas, only this year Santa Claus came to pick her up to the surprise and delight 
of all the children. Santa gave each child a book to keep, and the children had 
bells and candy canes from the Christmas tree, followed by refreshments. 

The Friends of the Ossipee Public Library continue to fund most of our 
programs, including some of the prizes given to all participants in the Summer 
Reading Program. "“Octopi Your Mind—Read" was this year's theme. Lynne 
Parker, a Friend and employee of the library, made an octopus costume, worn by 
the librarian to promote the summer reading program at the school and 
surrounding children's centers. Once back at the library, the octopus costume was 
stuffed and named "Ali-Marie" by the children. 

The Friends have had several fund drives during the year: a carnation sale at 
Valentine's, Feaster's fantasy in the summer, and the book cellar which is open 10 
am to 12 noon every Saturday in the summer. The remainder of the year, it is open 
the first Saturday of the month. The group's major purchase for the library this year 
was six new sections of bookshelves. The Friends enjoy decorating the library for 
the holidays, and this year, they purchased a new Christmas tree. They're always 
happy to welcome new Friends. . 

The artists who displayed their work in the meeting room included: Eileen 
English, Ron White, Jo Dodge, Lucy Merrow, Pat Jones, and photographer Nat 
Peterson. 

Displays in the glass cabinet included: photographs of old mills, on loan from 
the Ossipee Historical Society; a collection of eggs for Easter and seashells for the 
Reading Program, both courtesy of Rachel Ward; items from World War | and Il, on 
loan from the Ossipee Historical Society; fall school items; and old Christmas card 
and decorations, on loan from Grant Hill Antiques. 

The Meeting Room is heavily used by a wide variety of community groups for 
educational, historical, civil and cultural programs. These groups include: AARP 
Tax help, Family Matters, Scouts, Rec. Department programs such as creative 
writing, photography, snowmobile safety course, Beginners Farmer, Ossipee 
Historical Society, CLL classes, Friends of the Ossipee Public Library, Ossipee 
Valley Women's Group, Tutoring, Conservation Committee, Rali, Bear Camp, 
CCLC, First time home buyers, Community School parent information, Knox 
Mountain Development, Authors, RSVP, Cooking demonstration, Green Mountain 
Conservation, Carroll County Co-op Extension, Voc. Rehab, NH Works, Welfare to 
work programs, LEAP, Step-by-Step. 

Computer classes: a very basic, basic, intermediate, internet, and genealogy. 
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Story-time for children are held 3 to 4 times weekly. A book discussion group 
meets monthly. Books are delivered and picked up for those patrons who are 
unable to come to the library. 


Once again our sincere appreciation goes out to a large group of wonderful 
volunteers, who give of themselves to enrich the lives of others. They make your 
library what it is today. You'll see them in the library gardens, pulling weeds, or 
doing any number of necessary tasks wherever needed.

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MEDSTAR EMERGENCY MEDICAL SERVICES, INC. 
2001 Activities Report 


2001 proved to be another very busy year for our service. Logging 1537 
emergency responses to the communities we serve. As always we continue to 
improve the level of care we provide. Many changes were made during the last 
year in that effort. As a result we continue to greatly exceed the requirements 
outlined in our municipal contracts. We operate five advanced life support 
ambulances, a SUV paramedic unit, with a sixth ambulance in reserve. Six highly 
skilled medical technicians are on duty at all times. They are divided into three 
crews with a minimum of one Advanced EMT on each unit. Additionally, we are 
extremely proud to inform you that commencing on January 1 of this year, we now 
provide at least one Nationally Registered Paramedic on duty twenty-four hours a 
day, every day.

Community Contact is dependent upon funding from your town and 
neighboring communities county-wide to provide necessary services for the less 
fortunate citizens in our communities. The local funds are combined with the 
Community Services Block Grant, Fuel Assistance, New Hampshire Emergency 
Shelter Grant, Homeless Programs, EFSP, McKinney, and private and corporate 
benefactors. We also are the conduit through which the USDA Surplus’ Food is 
distributed to the 10 food pantries and 3 dinner bells, a group home and a nursing 
home throughout Carroll County in order to serve our residents. 

Carroll County Community Contact is known as a family friendly agency. Our 
staff has the trust of the entire county. We are able to successfully partner with 
individual families and assist them one-on-one to identify barriers blocking the way 
to self-sufficiency and the resources to overcome these barriers. We provided 
information, referrals and assisted with advocacy for more than 16,716 households 
in Carroll County last year.

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OSSIPEE HISTORICAL SOCIETY 
ANNUAL REPORT 2001 


The Ossipee Historical Society is a non-profit organization which has two 
goals: to promote awareness of the history of Ossipee and to preserve the artifacts 
and records connected with that history. In 2001, we made substantial progress in 
furthering those goals. 

2001 turned out to be a great year for the society. It started off on the down 
side with the discovery of Powder Post Beetles in the museum. This cost us about 
$2000 to have them exterminated. A great expense to start off the season with. 
However, things picked up after that and we had a great year. Grant Hall received 
a new coat of paint. The Early Settlers Meeting House had some needed repairs 
completed. 

The Society’s Web page got a real boost from Web Masters Peg Castine and 
Jim Patterson. They took pictures of the exhibits and scanned them into the web 
page so the world can now visit the Ossipee Historical Society. They also aided in 
setting up the genealogy site where people researching their Ossipee roots can find 
all sorts of information, some of the data that has been placed on the site includes 
the 1790 census, the first pew owners at the Early Settlers Meeting House, a 
transcription of the Early Cemetery Book and other vital genealogy information. 
The main site has aside from the pictures of the exhibits at the museum short 
histories of each section of the town, Letters home from Civil War soldiers, Tales 
From Water Village and other interesting facts and information of the town. Also 
available are many pictures of Ossipee and our history. Information is being added 
monthly by the Societies site manager. We have had a total of 2530 visitors to the 
site over the past 18 months that the site has been active. 

Although the web site attracting so many visitors is exciting, the most exciting 
news in 2001 is that the Society was awarded a Museum Assessment Program 
Grant (MAP). This grant will allow the society to have a professional museum 
assessment done on our collection and programs. This assessment will tell us what 
we are doing right and how to improve on any area that we may be weak in. 

The society had several goals in 2001, one of these goals was to get the 
upstairs of the museum cleaned up and the artifacts arranged in a more orderly 
fashion. With the help of volunteers and George Clark, a Community Service 
Participant, this task was completed. Shelving was donated and artifacts and acid 
free boxes full of archival material and other delicate items are neatly stored on the 
shelves. More work will need to be done this next summer and more shelving will 
be required. Also during the summer the societies computer was moved to the 
museum. Ralph Wurster took charge of getting the collection cataloged and the 
data input into the computer. Ralph trained other members of the society on how 
to do this task and cataloging went on all summer. In the fall the computer was 
moved to the societies room at the library so this task can continue throughout the 
winter. 

The Society has moved a lot of its genealogy material to the library in order to 
| make it available to researchers. We have received a complete family history on 
the Dore family as a direct result of the web site. We continue to answer about 
four requests per month about genealogy. Family histories as they are received and 
| or researched by the society are being entered into a computer at the library. We 
\have at present 12 family histories loaded into the computer and available to 
Ossipee researchers. 
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The Ossipee Historical Society would like to take this opportunity to thank 
those volunteers that help keep the museum open all summer and those that kept 
the grounds and flower bed looking so grand. We would also like to thank the 


town in general for their continued support.

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OSSIPEE PLANNING BOARD 
2001 Annual Report 


The Planning Board met regularly on the first and third Tuesdays at 7:00 PM 
at the Ossipee Town Hall. Additional meetings and work sessions were held when 
necessary. We had a very busy year with the approval of eight subdivisions. There 
was an increase in commercial activity with the approval of fifteen Site Plan 
Reviews. Three boundary line adjustments were approved along with five merger 
of lots. One excavation permit renewal was completed. There are two excavation 
renewal permits pending. This past year the board spent a considerable amount of 
time discussing the procedures for what is required for the reclamation of gravel 
pits when they are being closed. The board met with some of the gravel pit owners 
to discuss these procedures. 

The Ossipee Planning Board encourages applicants to meet with the Zoning 
Enforcement Officer. This will ensure they are in compliance with all zoning issues 
before coming before the Planning Board for final approval. With the help of our 
Zoning Officer, Bud O’Donnell, we can expedite the procedure. 

We are still working on an ongoing project of upgrading the Master Plan. 
Our secretary, Patricia Jones, is compiling information for this project. We are 
required to upgrade the Master Plan so that when we make changes to the zoning 
they reflect the wishes of residents of the town. If you have any questions on this 
project please come to any of our meetings and we will address your concerns and 
comments. 

We plan to make some changes to our Site Plan Review Regulations in the 
near future. Anything other than single family use of property in Ossipee requires a 
Site Plan Review. 

We encourage and welcome any interested people to attend our meetings. 
Your input is important and vital to the ongoing planning of your community. It is 
with pleasure we serve the Town of Ossipee.

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REPORT OF THE ZONING ENFORCEMENT OFFICER 


The following is the Zoning Enforcement Officer’s Annual Report for the year 
ending December 31, 2001: 


Building/Zoning Permits issued 119 each 
Building Permit Fees Paid to Town $3,225.00 
Sign Permits Issued 10 each 
Total Correspondence Issued 207 letters 
Violations of Ordinances Cited 37 letters 
Denial of Building/Zoning Permit 29 letters 


The majority of the permit denials were later rescinded and permits issued as 
the result of subsequent appeals to the Zoning Board of Adjustment and its issuance 
of special exceptions, variances, or other appropriate relief. 

Most of the violations were corrected by appropriate corrective action by the 
property owners involved. However, there remain six (6) outstanding violations 
which are in various stages of negotiation, appeals, or corrective action. 

As requested, meetings of the Board of Selectmen, Planning Board, and Zoning 
Board of Adjustment were attended for testimony and to discuss violations and 
other matters related to the town’s ordinances.

ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 
Annual Report, 2001 


Mark McConkey continued in his role as Chairman and Stanley Brothers 
served as Vice Chairman. Other members of the board are David Babson, Joe 
Deighan, and Barbara Holstein. Ellie Prudhomme and Bob Burton are the 
alternates. In May, Barbara Holstein resigned, because she moved away. Her 
careful researching and faithful attendance are missed. 

Public hearings were held on the second Tuesday of each month at 7:00PM. 
In these meetings, twelve Variances were granted for setbacks. Seven Special 
Exceptions were granted to expand nonconforming structures. Two Variances were 
granted for manufactured homes. Two Special Exceptions were granted for a use 
not permitted in that zone, and one Variance for a reduction in the size 
requirement for a lot in the Performance Floating Zone Standards. One Special 
Exception was granted for increasing the depth of the Commercial Zone on a 
property. Four after-the-fact variances were granted to property owners who paid 
an additional fine of $250.00 for each violation. One Variance to reduce setbacks 
was denied, and one is still pending. 

The Zoning Board of Adjustment has worked closely with the Zoning | 
Enforcement Officer to ensure that possible violations of the conditions of a 
decision are looked into. Seven cases were referred to the ZEO for his inspection 
and follow-up. 
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REPORT OF THE ANIMAL CONTROL OFFICER 
For Year 2001 


In the year of 2001 there were 911 dogs registered in the town of Ossipee, 
New Hampshire. Since January 2001, | have received over 1500 phone calls. 
These calls ranged from lost dogs, found dogs, barking dogs, loose dogs, injured 
dogs, and occasionally a deceased dog. Although 911 dogs were registered in 
Ossipee, that number swells on weekends, school vacations and summer time. 
Consequently more dogs more problems. 

| spend almost every evening answering dog calls and several hours each 
month keeping a log of my activities, as well as my miles. In the past year | have 
gone out in snowstorms to pick up lost dogs. | have been out after midnight to 
answer dog calls. My job is to enforce dog laws, but it is my genuine love of 
animals, that makes me respond to the many calls | get. 

One of the questions | am asked most often is "Does Ossipee have a leash 
law?" Many people think that dogs in Ossipee must be on a leash, or tied, if not 
fenced. What the leash law says is that dog owners must have control of their 
dog/dogs at all times. It does not say that their dog/dogs must be leashed at all 
times. As long as a dog returns to its owner when called, they have control of their 
dog. The dog must be with the owner if off their property, to be under control. 
The owner can not knowingly let his dog run free off of the property, because then 
the owner is not in control of the dog. Any dog that is off its premises without 
his/her owner is in violation and may be picked up, with a fine issued to the owner. 

Barking dogs are another issue. Responsible pet owners should be considerate 
of their neighbors. This pertains to barking as well as letting dogs run free on 
others property. Lets strive to all be responsible pet owners. 

It is not too early to think about your dog's license. Dog licenses expire on 
April 30, 2002. Licenses may be obtained at the Town Hall. Make sure all your 
pets are up to date on their vaccinations. Make sure to check your dogs rabies 
expiration date. 

Just like all dog owners, | too register my dogs. This is another good source of 
protection for your dog. Thanks to dog tags | have found the owners to many lost 
dogs, both in town as well as out of state. Please make sure your dog/dogs tag are 
attached to their collars and not thrown in a drawer somewhere. If your dog does 
get lost, tags are a great help in identification. 

| would like to thank all the citizens of Ossipee for their calls and concerns 
about dogs. | can not be everywhere, so | appreciate hearing from people to let me 
know if there is still an on going problem, or if the problem has been resolved. | 
find most people are responsible dog owners and take care of a problem the first 
time | approach them. The problem areas are the ones that | have to respond to 
time after time.

With a service area covering over 1,200 square miles in Belknap, Carroll, 
Grafton and Merrimack Counties, the Lakes Region Planning Commission (LRPC) 
provides a wide range of planning services to its members. Our work program is as 
comprehensive as it is full, with activities ranging from technical assistance, 
geographic information systems, transportation, land use and environment 
planning, to economic development. We are funded from multiple sources 
including local and state government, as well as special studies. LRPC is contacted 
many times each week for answers to local issues. We also continue to maintain a 
regular dialogue with state agencies that depend on us as a resource for the entire 
Lakes Region. Our goal remains to provide support and leadership to the region, its 
governments, businesses, and citizens. 


Here are a few of our accomplishments over the past year: 
e Provided the Planning Board with the critical decision-making timeline for the 
March town meeting. 
e Submitted aerial photomylar coverage of the town to local officials. 
¢ Provided information on amending the trip generation zoning section of 
Ossipee’s Zoning Ordinance. 
e Furnished the Ossipee Zoning Board with language that could be used to protect 
views in the rural zone for permitted gravel pits. 
e Distributed information for design assistance in the West Ossipee Village Node to 
recreate the neo-traditional village. 
e Provided information regarding HUD standards for certification of pre-1988 
Manufactured Housing. 
e Provided an LRPC commissioner with copies of the 1994 Regional Housing 
Needs Study and Regional Housing Needs Update to local officials. 
e Ordered and delivered to the Ossipee Planning Board ten copies of the 2000- 
2001 NH Planning and Land Use Regulation books at considerable savings. 
¢ Completed the Lakes Region Transportation Improvement Program and 
forwarded a prioritized list of projects to the NH DOT as part of the biennial 
update of the NH State Transportation Improvement Program. 
¢ Coordinated the 16th Annual Household Hazardous Waste Collection, with 
nearly 2,400 households from 27 communities participating. Over 16,000 gallons 
of toxic household products were removed. 
e Performed approximately 130 traffic counts and several local road inventories in 
cooperation with the NH Department of Transportation. 
e Completed the Region’s first digital land use map, which is available to local and 
regional organizations. 
e Updated the Development Trends in the Lakes Region Annual Report using 
survey data. 
e Provided administrative and technical support to the Pemigewasset River Local 
Advisory Committee leading to the completion of the draft Management Plan for 
the Pemigewasset River. 
e Located childcare centers, assisted housing, public transportation, and major 
employers across the region to assist with local and regional development 
planning. 
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¢ Co-hosted and organized three public Municipal Law Lectures where practicing 
attorneys provided a legal perspective on “The How, Who, What, Where, and Why 
Plans”; “Towers, Traditions, and Topless Dancers”; and “Innovative Land Use 
Regulations.” 

e Entered into an Agreement with the NH Office of Emergency Management to 
prepare two pilot all hazard mitigation plans. These plans are used to facilitate 
mitigation funds from the federal government. 

e In cooperation with the Society for the Protection of N.H. Forests and the 
University of New Hampshire, initiated data collection for new municipal 
conservation lands. 

e Prepared and hosted citizen education workshops on How to Prepare a Master 
Plan, and Planning Board Processes and Procedures. 

e Convened four area commission meetings that focused on transportation, historic 
preservation, Main Street, and groundwater, highlighted by a nationally renowned 
planning expert at the summer annual meeting. 

e Organized National Flood Insurance (NFIP) workshops for local officials. 

e Prepared an innovative land use and transportation Power Point presentation for 
local communities focusing on sprawl reducing and community building strategies. 
The presentation can be customized and made available to any community, upon 
request. 

¢ Coordinated the Lakes Region Household Hazardous Product Facility Committee 
to examine the possibility of siting a permanent household hazardous product 
facility. 

e Continued to organize and convene meetings of the LRPC transportation 
Technical Advisory Committee to improve transportation planning. 

¢ Completed Plan 2000, an update of the Lakes Region Transportation Plan, the 
policy plan for the region’s transportation network. 

¢ Completed a survey and report on issues that affect home based employment. 

e Hosted a statewide meeting to discuss the update of the NH DOT Rail Plan.

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MOUNT WASHINGTON VALLEY ECONOMIC COUNCIL 


Dear Neighbors: 

It is my privilege as your representative to provide a brief summary of the 2001 
activities of the Mt. Washington Valley Economic Council. It has been an eventful 
and dynamic year: 

e A new Executive Director, Jac Cuddy, was appointed from among some 
twenty candidates country-wide. ) 

e The Revolving Loan Fund (providing loans to area businesses) was expanded 
to include all four area banks on its steering committee. The Fund has had a busy 
year with some $200,000 worth of applications in process. 

e Business seminars, “Eggs & Issues,” and “Bits, Bytes and Business” continue 
to successfully serve area businesses with topical and helpful information. 

e An eighty-acre parcel of land centered between the twelve-member towns of 
the Economic Council is under sales contract to house the Tech Village. The 
property is across from the New Hampshire Works Building and borders the Saco 
River. 

e A special $650,000 appropriation to start the Tech Village was orchestrated 
by US Senators Judd Gregg and Bob Smith. 

e A business center to house new high tech businesses in an “incubator” 
environment was opened in Center Conway. This also becomes the new home of 
the Mount Washington Valley Economic Council until the Tech Village is built. 

e Congressman Sununu announced a special grant for $190,000 was awarded 
the Economic Council to assist with infrastructure costs associated with the 
incubator. 

e A special “North-West Grant” for $87,300 was received from the State of 
New Hampshire to also help launch the new business center. 

e A grant of $46,000 from USDA/Rural Development was received by the 
Council to help pay for the Telecommunications Infrastructrure cost for the 
Incubator. 

As a 501-C (3) nonprofit organization, the MWV Economic Council is 
dedicated to supporting local businesses as well as promoting economic diversity 
while preserving the region’s natural beauty. Great progress was made last year, 
and the organization is well positioned for 2002.

This past year, myself, and Doug Sargent, Director of Public Works, have been 
working on the transition of his taking over the responsibility of the maintenance 
and development of the Town Recreation Facilities. Following is a list of the things 
that we have completed: 


¢ Completion of the new Soccer Field at Constitution Park, 

e A master plan complete with drawings (to scale) of the YMCA Field, the Town 
Beach at Duncan Lake, the Mill Pond, and Constitution Park, 

¢ New fencing has been installed at the Mill Pond around the dam to help deter 
vandalism and to improve safety at the Dam, and 

e New goals, and field markers for the new soccer field, and 

e New bleachers for the YMCA Field were purchased. 


For 2002 we plan to: . 

e Continue work on the soccer field at Constitution Park with the new goals, field 
markers, and fencing around the field, 

e Evaluate the current water source at Constitution Park and determine if an 
additional source of water is needed based on future expansion plans, 

¢ Install water at the YMCA Field, 

e Continue to excavate for new baseball fields at Constitution Park (hopefully one 
for youth baseball/adult softball, and a full size baseball diamond), 

e Install new bleacher seating at the YMCA Field, 

e Install a new scoreboard at the YMCA Field, 

e Improve the parking area at the YMCA Field, along with improving access to the 
parking area, 

¢ Renovate the Changing Building at the Town Beach on Duncan Lake, and 

e Investigate ways to improve and renovate the park at the Mill Pond. 


This past year also marked the conclusion of the renovation to the Hiking Trails at 
Constitution Park. The money used to complete this project came through a 2-year 
New Hampshire Recreational Trails Grant that | secured in 2000. When you go to 
the trails now you will see a nicely renovated parking area complete with a picnic 
area and sign board in the middle of the parking lot. In addition, a number of tools 
were purchased to complete the project. Those tools will now be able to be used 
to keep the Trails in excellent condition. | would like to thank all of the 
individuals, school groups, teen groups, businesses, and non-profit groups who 
have made the Trail system the treasure to the Town that it is. Special thanks to 
Rick Cogswell and Neil Clark for being there every time to help with what ever was 
needed. Thanks also to the teens and staff from the Appalachian Mountain Teen 
Project who made new trail signs as well! | hope that all of the people in Ossipee 
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will take time to walk these trails and see what beauty we have here in town. 

Also there are plans underway to continue to add to the features of the Hiking 
Trails at Constitution Park. The Recreation Department, Rick Cogswell, and Peter 
Pohl of the Carroll County Office of the UNH Cooperative Extension, are working 
on putting in place an Interpretive Trail along the elevated walkway. This will 
identify plant life and other natural items that are unique to the area. Some of the 
work is in progress now and we hope to have most of the work completed by the 
beginning of the summer. There will be updated trail maps available which will 
correspond with the items identified along the Trail. We also will be putting 
together an educational packet so that it can be used by school children as part of 
their education process. We hope to make a presentation to the area schools once 
it is completed. In the future we also would like to do the same thing on the other 
trails. 

The e-mail address for the Recreation Department changed recently. The new 
address is: ossrec@worldpath.net. Also, thanks to the fine efforts of Jim Patterson 
and Peg Castine, the Department also has a web page. The web page address is: 
http://commnities.msn.com/OssipeeRecreationDepartment. Events and other items 
are posted on it on a regular basis. It has been up and running for a year now and 
we have had over 1000 visits to it! You can also link on to other Town 
Departments from that site. 


Weekly updates in the local newspapers and occasional announcements on 
Channel 3 on Cable TV are sent out to keep you up-to-date on what is happening 
with the department. In addition, the Program Brochure is published on a quarterly 
basis (Spring, Summer, Fall, Winter) that serves as a handy resource for you to 
inquire about what is available through the department. 1200 are produced each 
quarter to keep you informed! The size and content of the brochure continues to 
expand as more programs and activities are added. | continue to participate in the 
NRPA (National Parks & Recreation Association) Program Brochure Exchange 
Program. Ossipee's brochure is sent out to over 400 recreation departments 
around the country, Canada, and Guam. In return, they send their brochures to 
me. It is a wonderful way to network and share ideas. 

The Ossipee Recreation Department continues to maintain its membership 
with the National Parks & Recreation Association, the New Hampshire Recreation 
& Parks Association, the Carroll County Recreation Director's Association, the 
National Arbor Day Foundation, the New Hampshire Association of Health- 
Physical Education-Recreation and Dance, The United States Tennis Association, 
and the National Alliance for Youth Sports. Memberships in these organizations 
provides valuable resources and input on a national, state, and regional level. The 
department is also actively involved in the organization of the Ossipee Old Home 
Week, and other local events. 

Currently, | am serving on two State Boards: | am Vice-President of the New 
Hampshire Recreation & Parks Association (NHRPA), and | am Vice-President of 
Recreation for the New Hampshire Association of Health-Physical Education- 
Recreation and Dance (NHAHPERD). On these two boards, not only do | represent 
Ossipee, but Recreation Professionals from across the State of New Hampshire. | 
also serve on five committees on NHRPA: Program, Social, Awards, Diamond 
Skills, and NFL Punt-Pass & Kick. In addition, | am President of the Carroll County 
Recreation Director's Association. 

The department was honored again this year by the New Hampshire 
Recreation & Park Association at its Annual Awards Banquet. The Department 
along with the Ossipee Police Department and The Victorian House were 
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recognized with the Clarence Shelnutt/Kim Perkins Outstanding Program Award for 
The Recycle Project that we jointly run. This award goes to the top program in the 
state of New Hampshire for the year. We take used bicycles, refurbish them and 
give them to children and youth who are in need of a bicycle.. If they need a 
helmet we can provide them with that as well.

The three 
programs include Home Health Care, Hospice Care and Maternal Child Health 
Care (MCH). We are proud to provide skilled nursing care, psychiatric nursing 
care, physical therapy, occupational therapy, speech therapy, social work, personal 
care, homemaking services and companion and vigil services through our 
volunteers. Our Hospice Program also includes counseling services, sudden death 
care, bereavement care and spiritual care. 

The goal of VNA-Hospice is to provide all the residents in Southern Carroll 
County and Ossipee with the best home health care and hospice care available in 
the comfort of their homes. The Board of Directors and the staff of VNA-Hospice 
want to thank the residents of Ossipee and all of our other service area towns for 
their continued support.

To the Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of Ossipee, Ossipee Concerned 
Citizens, Inc. submits its Annual Report: 

Through its twenty-seven years of existence, Ossipee Concerned Citizens, Inc. 
has focused on promoting the growth and prosperity of the Town of Ossipee. It is 
supported by a variety of funding sources including the Division of Elderly and 
Adult Services, the Division of Family Services, the United States Department of 
Agriculture, the American Association of Retired Persons, the Ossipee Children's 
Fund, town appropriations, and individual and client donations. With this support 
and with extensive volunteerism OCC continues to provide Meals-on-Wheels (7 
days per week) and Congregate Meals (5 days per week) for persons 60 years and 
older (53,875 this year), senior center activities, food vouchers and nutrition 
education to WIC eligible families (853), and children's daycare through the 
Ossipee Crossings Childcare Center (73 total enrollment). In addition, the 
Commodity Supplemental Food Program (CSFP) assists eligible WIC participants, 
and senior citizens 60 years and older with a variety of non-perishable foods 
funded by the USDA (305 boxes each month at a value of $41.00 per unit). 

Along with the above programs are free monthly blood pressure clinics and 
the yearly flu shot clinic, each administered by the VNA-Hospice of Southern 
Carroll County and Vicinity, Inc. with assistance from OCC staff, the Annual Rabies 
Clinic (with Kindness Animal Hospital of Ossipee), Monday afternoon Bingo, 
Monday night Whist Party, computer access, senior shopping trips, nature trips 
(incl. birdwatching), senior recreational trips, Walk for Health at the Ossipee Town 
Hall gymnasium, the OCC Christmas Crafters, and Fryeburg Fair Day. 

Much of staff and volunteer time is spent on fundraising activities. New ideas 
are consistently solicited. The most recent successful events are the annual Silent 
Auction initiated by our daycare center, and the June 14 Flag Day Penny Sale 
organized by the kitchen staff at OCC. We thank those businesses and individuals 
who donated items to these projects. 

The "OCC Uptown Boutique" located in the old telephone building in the 
Center Ossipee Square, and offering upscale clothing and smaller items in excellent 
condition during the summer months, had a substantial impact on the projected 
fundraising totals. The above programs will be offered again in 2002. 

The old and successful standby fundraisers were also held in 2001. They 
included turkey suppers, catering events, fudge drives, raffles, food sales, the 
Harvest Fair, Spring Fling, and the Annual Christmas Fair (with proceeds to benefit 
the Ossipee Santa Project). 

No greater community and inter-community spirit is more evident than with 
the Ossipee Santa Project. 367 children from 131 families requested and received 
help for the 2001 Christmas season. Acts of kindness from businesses and private 
citizens, churches and schools, groups and organizations, overwhelmed the needs 
of our neighbors during the holidays. 

OCC's circle of success rests on many shoulders. Any effective non-profit 
| agency needs a proactive board of directors, willing staff members who are intent 
on program success, and dedicated volunteers who live in a community that 
understands and supports its citizens. OCC is fortunate to have all three.

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WATER AND SEWER COMMISSION 


The Ossipee Water and Sewer Department, under the auspice of the Ossipee 
Water and Sewer Commission has undergone many changes during the year of 
2001. In February it became necessary to accept the resignation of Kevin 
Straughan. Kevin cited other personal commitments as his reasons for not having 
time to serve. Mr. Straughan’s work in his capacity of a Commissioner is and was 
greatly appreciated and we wish him well in his new endeavor. Rep. Randy 
Lyman, our State Representative to the General Court, was appointed to complete 
Mr. Straughan’s term. The appointment was reaffirmed in the March general 
election. 

The Beech River Pumping Station continued to present serious operational 
problems. It became necessary to place a Warrant Article on the Town Warrant 
requesting $85,000.00 to update and replace much of the equipment. The station 
was very close to having to be "shut down". As of this date, 12/31/01, the station is 
up and running at full capacity. Smaller pumps replaced the two 75 h.p. pumps 
and has thus lowered our electrical expenses considerably. No problems were 
encountered during the "pigging" operation; therefore the extra funds were used to 
put in the long-awaited odor control system. The odor control system has been on 
line for several months and is working well. 

The septic system serving 33 and 37 Dore Street has been replaced and with 
routine servicing should be operational for many years. 

It has become necessary to again place a Warrant Article request for 
$63,000.00 on the Town Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting in March. The 
funds are needed to make the annual bond payment guaranteed by the Town of 
Ossipee. The State of N.H. reimburses the Town $12,654.00 as their share of the 
bond payment. However, the full $63,000.00 must be appropriated before the 
Town can expend the funds. The sum of $50,346.00 would be the actual amount 
being deducted from the general fund. It is fully acknowledged that for the General 
fund to make payments for the Ossipee Water System is a very sensitive issue and 
we appreciate that. However, the water system is at the disposal of the entire 
town. The mandated size of the system was determined by a formula of the 
number or potential number of students in the school, expected number of the 
public using the library, functions at the Town Hall including the recreational 
programs and the summer camp activities, and the additional after hour uses at the 
school for public meetings and adult education classes. If the system only served 
the residential homes as it did in the "olden days" the system would not have been 
designed to the size it is now. Having a municipal water system (with fire hydrants) 
benefits all . . . especially with your home insurance premium. This is a benefit 
you get whether or not you are on the system. 

A Warrant Article in the amount of $15,000.00 is being placed on the Town 
Warrant for March to be used as a payment towards the replacement of the 
Mountain Road Ejection Station. Analyzing the expenditures for maintenance on 
this station indicates that the current station is what we call a "black hole into 
which we throw money". The overtime and replacement parts for this station 
within any one year are exorbitant. The underground ejector station is to be 
replaced with an above ground pumping station with a cost of approximately 
$55,000.00. The Water and Sewer Commission can handle most of the expense 
but needs an additional $15,000.00 to complete the project. 

"Camp David,” our sewage plant on Elm Street, will soon be operational and 
available for the acceptance of the sewage generated within the Town of Ossipee 
and delivered to the site by "pumping services". A meeting of the professional 
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"haulers" within the area will be scheduled for sometime in April to review their 
needs and when it would be best to have the plant open. 

The services of Woodard and Curran as a contracted operational management 
company have been terminated effective Feb. 1, 2002. In analyzing our financial 
resources and expenditures it was determined that the Commission can not handle 
the engineering fees and "add ons" for service and still lower the water and sewer 
rates. The decision has been made that it would be in the best interest of the Town 
to just contract with a consultant on a yearly basis as needed. It is anticipated that 
the consultant would be doing four anallyltical inspections within any one year. 
The Selectmen have been gracious enough to give the Commission access to the 
Public Works Director, Mr. Doug Sargent, for consultations. This access has been 
most cost effective in saving the Commission in excess of $30,000.00. 

Payment of the quarterly usage bills has been transferred back to the Tax 
Office. This procedure does give the Town better service. One can pay their bill 
any time between 8:30 a.m. and 4:00 p.m. five days a week; mortgage companies 
and real-estate offices are able to determine outstanding taxes, water and sewer 
fees in one call. Our added advantage is we have been able to cut the payroll by 
ten hours a week. The delinquent, outstanding accounts have cut 80% by using the 
Town Statutory Authority immediately instead of waiting to December or 
alternatively shutting the water off. 

Having made these changes plus the additional improvements scheduled for 
the year 2002, we, as Commissioners, feel very strongly that we will be able to 
reduce rates in the month of September this year. 

At this point in time we want to thank the various Town Departments for their 
continued help and support through these difficult times. Our deep appreciation 
and heartfelt thanks go to the Board of Selectmen, Barbara Adams and her staff 
(Trish and Tracy), Martha Eldridge, Ms. Gail Gliesman in payroll, Town Treasurer 
Tom Galante and his staff, the Highway Department with all their work crews, and 
Public Works Director Doug Sargent for the many, many hours spent educating us, 
the commissioners, on how to run a Water / Sewer system.

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FOREST FIRE WARDEN’S REPORT FOR 2001 


2001 gave us another year of below average precipitation, making a long 
winter’s snow disappear quickly, leaving us all wondering where it had gone. 

The spring fire season came quickly with many fires in the area. Increased 
patrols by our wildland firefighters and Warden’s staff located illegal fires and kept 
other wildland fires small and easy to handle. A short period with a ban on the 
issuing of outdoor burning permits also helped in reducing the risk of wildland 
fires, 

Near drought conditions continued into the summer and fall. This brought 
several other periods with limited outdoor burning permits issued, which proved a 
very good tool in keeping fire activity low and aided Warden’s staff in locating 
illegal fire activity. 

Fire Prevention remains key in our efforts to keep wildland fires manageable, 
find illegal fires, and keep the losses associated with these fires as as low as 
possible. “It’s the Law” pamphlets are available at the Town Hall or by contacting 
the Forest Fire Warden. 

Fire permits are mandatory for any open burning unless the ground is 
completely covered with snow. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law, 
and other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors 
punishable by fines up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable for 
all fire suppression costs and damage to the property of another. Open burning is a 
privilege, NOT a right. Help us protect you and our forest resource. All fires should 
be kept small, manageable, and be able to be easily extinguished. 

Homeowners can help protect their homes by maintaining an adequate “green 
space” around the house and make sure that the house number is correct and 
visible. 

In closing, | would like to thank the staff at the Town Hall for their assistance 
through the year and the taxpayers for supporting our emergency services. Also a 
big thanks to the Deputy Wardens for the work they do and the firefighters for all 
their help.

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CENTER OSSIPEE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Center Ossipee Fire Department reorganized their structure this year with 
a newly appointed Chief, Michael D. Brownell; two new Deputy Chiefs: Tom 
Fogarty and Scott Brown, three new Captains: Ed Williams, Dennis Coates and 
Dana Cullen, and four new Lieutenants: John Fogarty, Peter Waugh, Scott Meserve, 
and Fred Moody. The overall roster of the department is presently 24 members. 

In 2001, the department answered 130 calls overall. These calls included: structure 
fires, car accidents, brush fires, medical calls, hazardous material incidents and several 
mutual aid calls. Also, the Chief's office spent over 25 hours completing numerous 
inspections within the community. 

In addition to the routine calls this year, the department was asked to deal with four 
separate incidents involving potential anthrax scares within the community. The 
equipment, training and willingness by the members allowed us to complete these tasks 
even though they had never been dealt with by the department before. 

The department has furthered its training this year by adding nine certified First 
Responders and one EMT along with adding two certified Firefighters. New equipment 
added includes: five air packs, a new thermal imager, and 13 sets of new protective 
clothing. All fire apparatus have passed annual pump certifications contributing to a 
reasonable insurance cost due to underwriter acceptance of certified tests. 

The department is presently working on a 10-year plan to project the future needs 
of the department. The department members are committed to providing the highest level 
of emergency service to the community. 

The Center Ossipee Fire Department would like to thank the precinct 
commissioners for their continued support to the department's efforts, and a special 
thanks to the taxpayers for their continued support as well.
